TWO famous faces have 
been lined up to appear at 
next year’s Oswestry’s Lit¬ 
erary Festival. 

Frank Cottrell Boyce, 
novelist, soap writer and the 
co-writer for the award-win¬ 
ning London 2012 Olympics 
opening ceremony will be 
the patron of Oswestry Lit- 
Fest and will join in some of 
the events over the 10-day 
festival in March. 

Former BBC journalist 
and MP Martin Bell will 
host the inaugural Wilfred 
Owen lecture at the festival, 
which will run from March 
14 to 23. 

The former BBC foreign 
correspondent will deliver 
the landmark lecture on 
what would have been war 
poet Wilfred Owen’s 121st 
birthday on March 18, look¬ 
ing at conflict and communi¬ 
cation. He will donate his 
appearance fee to the 
UNICEF charity. 

“I am looking forward to 
it immensely,” said Mr Bell. 

Other writers and media 
experts will appear at next 
year’s festival, the fifth to be 
held in the town. Organisers 
aims to celebrate the power 
of the word, whether it is 
written, spoken or sung. 

Festival director John 
Waine said he was delighted 
that Mr Cottrell Boyce had 
agreed to be the festival’s 
patron. He said: “He is a 
true friend to Oswestry and 
our LitFest. He opened 
Oswestry Library in 2008 
and returned to appear in 
Litfest in 2012.”

A LIFE-SAVING incubator 
has been installed on the 
Welshpool based Wales Air 
Ambulance to help seriously 
ill infants receive critical 
care.

SWORD KIIIER IS 
GIVEN 12 YEARS

A TEENAGER from Oswestry was sentenced to 12 
years in jail after a jury convicted him of killing a 
father-of-one with an ornamental sword. 

Richard Reece had denied murdering 21-year-old Danny Jones during 
a fight in April this year. 

After a two-week trial at Birmingham Crown Court, Reece, 19, was yesterday 
(Wednesday) cleared of murder but found guilty of manslaughter.

A victim impact statement read out 
in court by Mr Robert Price, the prose¬ 
cutor, said Mr Jones’ mother had 
described her life as having been 
“turned upside down, inside out and 
stamped on”. 

“However long Reece gets, one day he 
will walk back into his mother’s arms. 
Danny and I will never have that again,” 
she wrote. 

“My heart has been ripped out and my 
family left devastated.” 

Following the verdict, Miss Rachel 
Brand, for Reece, said he was genuinely 
sorry about what had happened. 

“As soon as it had happened he was 
overwhelmed with an immense feeling of 
regret,” she said. 

“He hopes that Danny Jones’ family 
will come to accept that that was a gen¬ 
uine feeling.” 

Devastating 

Judge Melbourne Inman QC told Reece 
that he would serve at least half of his 
sentence before being considered for 
release on licence. 

“Nothing you or I can say will bring 
back Danny Jones to life,”he told Reece. 

“Danny Jones was only 21 when he 
died. He obviously, as you do, had his life 
ahead of him. 

“I’ve heard of the devastating effect 
that his death has had on his mother 
Samantha and the terrible sense of loss 
and emptiness she now feels.” 

After the trial, Martin Lindop, sector 
crown prosecutor from West Midlands 
Crown Prosecution Service, said: “This 
was an extremely tragic case. 

“What should have been a pleasant 
evening with a few friends enjoying some 
drinks has ended with a young man being 
stabbed to death and losing his life. 

“Our thoughts are today with the fam¬ 
ily and friends of Danny Jones and we 
hope that today’s verdict can bring some 
closure to their loss.”

A WALKING bus which was one of the the 
first of its kind in the county has celebrated 
its 10th anniversary this week. 

Weston Rhyn Primary School’s walking 
bus currently takes 11 children to school 
three times a week following a route 
through the centre of the village near 
Oswestry. 

The walking bus is led by ‘driver’ Karen 
Peate, a teaching assistant at the school, 
with ‘conductors’ Paul Edge and Rachel Sin- 
claire, whose children use the service. 

Mrs Peate was involved in setting up the 
bus 10 years ago as a way of trying to cut 
the parking problems around the school. 

“It’s an ongoing problem in the village 
that it’s bad for parking outside the school. 
The parents park on the main road outside 
school,” she said. “The walking bus was an 
initiative started by Shropshire County 


Council and they set up some walking buses 
in Shrewsbury. They suggested it to us, we 
suggested it to the parents, and we started 
with six children 10 years ago.” 

During the year the “passengers” take 
part in seasonal activities on the way to 
school, including holding an Easter bonnet 
parade, Christmas hat competition, and 
singing songs they have learned for special 
assemblies. 

The bus route starts in Albert Square, 
about half a mile from the school, and fol¬ 
lows the main road, Station Road, picking 
up children along the route. 

“At the moment we’ve got 11 children, 
but we have had up to 24,” Mrs Peate said. 

“The children enjoy the walk time. Most 
of them start when they’re in the lower 
classes - we’ve got one Reception pupil in 
the bus at the moment.” 


Skull bone 
found in 
wood sent 
for tests 

CARBON dating will be car¬ 
ried out on what is believed 
to be part of a human skull 
found in woodland at an 
Oswestry beauty spot. 

The skull was discovered 
by a dog during a pheasant 
shoot on the Sweeney 
Estate. 

Police have continued 
searches of the scene at 
Sweeney Mountain, 

although they said that no 
other bones have been dis¬ 
covered to date. 

The remains have been 
sent to forensic laboratories 
to be carbon dated. 

Detective Inspector Mark 
Bellamy said it is likely to be 
several weeks before the 
results are known. 

He said: “It appears to be 
part of a human skull, 
believed to be that of an 
adult male. It is possibly 
many years old but until 
tests have been carried out 
we cannot be sure. 

“A pathologist will also 
examine the remains and an 
anthropologist is assisting. 

“We will be carrying out 
further searches of the area 
to establish if there are any 
other skeletal remains.” 

The Shropshire coroner, 
Mr John Ellery has been 
informed. 

Beaters were assisting at 
the shoot on Saturday, send¬ 
ing their dogs into the wood¬ 
land to retrieve pheasants 
that had been hit. 

But instead of bringing 
back a bird, one of the dogs 
emerged with the bones. 

Man held in 
abuse inquiry 

A 60-YEAR-OLD man from 
Oswestry has been arrested 
on suspicion of offences of 
child cruelty by detectives 
investigating historical sex 
abuse in the care system in 
North Wales. 

Officers from the National 
Crime Agency say the man, 
from Oswestry, was arrested 
over offences alleged to have 
taken place against three 
boys, between 1978 and 
1984, when they were aged 
between 15 and 16-years- 
old. 

The arrest forms part of 
Operation Pallial. 
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WET and windy weather played havoc with planned fire¬ 
work festivities in and around Oswestry. 

While Oswestry’s charity fireworks party went ahead on Sat¬ 
urday night the town’s annual lantern parade was abandoned and 
Welshpool’s big fireworks display had to be cancelled on Friday. 

The display will not be rescheduled this week and may not be held at 
all. The event, which was expected to attract over 2,000 people last Sat¬ 
urday night to Maesydre, was postponed the previous evening with grim 
weather forecasted. 

And the Town Council has issued 
a statement saying they will not 
reschedule this week. 

Town clerk Robert Robinson 
explained: “The fireworks display 
was cancelled due to the poor 
weather. The event will not be 
rescheduled in the next week as the 
Remembrance events now com¬ 
mence. 

“The council will consider when 
to hold the event, if at all, this year 
over the next week or so. We will 
update people on any new date 
when it is known.” 

A planned lantern parade 
through Oswestry from Festival 
Square organised by Oswestry Bor¬ 
derland Rotary Club and the Treble 
Niners had to be cancelled on safety 
grounds due to the weather. 

Numbers may have been down 
but still about 1,000 people turned 
out to see the town’s 25th anniver¬ 
sary bonfire and fireworks display - 
enough to ensure the event is safe 
for future years. 

Organised by Oswestry Town 
Council and the Treble Niners, over 
the years it has raised over £40,000 
for good causes. 

Leader of the Treble Niners Mike 
Wilkinson, said: “It was a shame 
about the weather because it was 
one of the best display’s we’ve ever 
had - because it was our 25th 
anniversary we got an electronic 
display which made it all the more 
spectacular. 

“It started raining about half way 
through, but the people stayed and 
everyone showed their apprecia¬ 
tion. The Treble Niners are grateful 
to the people of Oswestry for show¬ 
ing their support. 

“Unfortunately we didn’t make 
much money for charity this year, 
but it was enough to keep it afloat.”

Passers-by were seen taking 
pictures of the worker, who was 
unharmed, and he was back on 
the ground by 10.45am. 

Gary Brannigan, who saw the 
worker stuck in the air, said: “It 


caused quite a stir in the town, 
especially as it was pouring with 
rain. 

“People were taking photo¬ 
graphs on their mobile phones 
and pointing and he seemed to 
be on his mobile phone for quite 
some time sorting his release.

DANNY Jones grew up in Chirk and 
attended Dinas Bran Secondary School in 
Llangollen. In 2009, he became a father 
to a baby boy on whom he doted. 

His Facebook page showed photos of 
him cuddling his son as a baby and taking 
him on trips to Ellesmere and to the play¬ 
ground as he grew. 

He went through a difficult phase as a 
teenager with no GCSEs to his name. 

But after attending a business course 
at Walford and North Shropshire College 
in 2012, he began enjoying life again. 

His interests included his football 
team, Manchester United, and his black 
Peugeot 206. 

And apart from his son, his biggest 
pride was winning an apprenticeship 
with Woodhead Consultancy of Oswestry. 

Staff at the family firm were shocked 
and saddened by his death. He had 
worked at its offices for just three weeks. 

In a statement the firm said: “He was 
a lovely lad, eager and keen to work. We 
were very pleased with him as a member 
of the team and everyone here is very sad 
and very shocked.” 

The value to which he place his 
apprenticeship was summed up in Mr 
Jones’ facebook status written in March 
27. 

He wrote: “Two years ago I had no 
GCSEs or qualifications whatsoever. I 
went back to college and kept out of trou¬ 
ble. 

“But to be an accountant was what I 
wanted to do since I was young so I had a 
proper career. Today I’ve been offered an 
apprenticeship that will start around 
June. 

“So this proves no matter what you’ve 
done, have or don’t have, its never too 
late. 

“So happy I can make my son and my 
family proud of me.” 


Split-second decision cost 
trainee accountant his life 


A SPLIT second decision to pick up an ornamental sword changed 
the course of a fist fight and cost Danny Jones his life and Richard 
Reece his freedom. 

In March this year Danny Jones told his friends how much he had turned 
his life around. 

He was looking forward to seeing his young son again and had just landed an 
apprenticeship with an accountancy firm. 


In a touching status on Facebook the 
21-year-old wrote: “This proves no mat¬ 
ter what you’ve done, have or don’t have, 
it’s never too late. So happy I can make 
my son and my family proud of me.” 

But a month later Mr Jones was dead, 
killed by a single stab wound to his stom¬ 
ach. 

The wound had been inflicted by an 
ornamental sword wielded by Richard 
Reece after the pair got into a fight in an 
alleyway in Oswestry. 

Reece, who was studying a level three 
motor mechanic course at Walford & 
North Shropshire College, was 18 when 
he got into the fight with Mr Jones on 
April 24. 

Knife 

The fight had started shortly after 8pm 
after Mr Jones and Reece argued at 
Reece’s home in Lord Street. 

During his trial Reece maintained that 
he had not intended to stab Danny. 

But he never shied away from the fact 
that he had been holding the ornamental 
sword when the other man was fatally 
injured. 

“I knew I was holding that knife when 
Danny got injured and I felt responsible 
and that it was my doing,” he said in the 
witness box. 

He told the jury that after he realised 
what had happened he had thought about 
killing himself rather than turning him¬ 
self in to the police. 

Reece’s girlfriend, Zoe Pallatina told 
the jury the fight began when Mr Jones 
overheard a conversation between Reece 
and another friend, Ian Gill. 

“Danny had taken offence at some¬ 
thing and thought Ricky was talking 
about his son,” she said. “Ricky was say¬ 
ing he hadn’t said anything about 
Danny’s son. 

“Danny was getting quite aggressive. 
He wouldn’t calm down and wanted 
Ricky to go outside with him. I think 
Ricky thought everything would be fine 
if he did.”

But the trial heard that when Reece 
went outside, Mr Jones pushed him to the 
floor. 

Reece said he was angry at having been 
attacked, but refused to retaliate directly. 

He said: “I went to the car park to take 
it out on an object and not on a person.” 

Once he reached the car park, off Oak 
Street, he climbed on to the roof of Mr 
Jones’ black Peugeot 206 and jumped on 
it, denting it. 

He admitted that he knew the car was 
Mr Jones’ prized possession. 

“He’d just passed his test. It was his 
pride and joy,” he said. 

When Mr Jones followed him to the car 
park and saw the damage to his car, the 
fight escalated with Mr Jones chasing 
Reece around the car park and the pair 
exchanging blows for about 10 minutes. 

Witnesses said they saw Mr Jones sit 
down on the floor to take a rest after a 
while, at which point Reece ran off 
towards his home. 

He returned a moment later carrying 
the ornamental sword which inflicted the 
fatal stab wound. 

Scare 

Reece said: “I’d got a tool kit in the 
house and I was just looking for anything 
to get Danny to stop chasing me. 

“The knife was in the garden because 
I’d been showing it to Danny earlier. I just 
picked it up.” 

“I knew the blade of the knife was 
blunt. I just wanted something to scare 
Danny. 

“I don’t remember feeling the knife go 
in or seeing it, I just remember this sud¬ 
den silence. 

“I looked at Danny and he was 
wounded,” he said. 

Mr Jones died of the stab wound, which 
severed two major blood vessels, and 
Reece was arrested and charged with his 
murder after turning himself in to police.

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EVER stopped to wonder how 
related adverts start appearing 
alongside your e-mails? 

It’s no mystery. Google are 
clearly tracking everyone’s pri¬ 
vate mail in a system called “Ad 
Targeting” and this week the 
gloves came off when rivals 
Microsoft accused Google of 
using private details for profit. 

The software giant has 
launched an advertising cam¬ 
paign warning people that 
Google reads every email sent 
by users, scanning for key 
words to target advertising. 

A survey carried out by 
Microsoft found that 83 per cent 
of people felt that this was an 
invasion of privacy, while 93 per 
cent thought there should be an 
‘opt out’ option for Gmail users. 

And the business is really get¬ 
ting dirty with Microsoft setting 
up a website - keepyouremail 
private.com - to tell people 
how Google makes money from 
emails, describing the actions as 
an “invasion of privacy.” 

It says Google goes through 
every Gmail sent or received, 
looking for keywords so they 
can target users with paid ads. 
And there’s no way to opt out. 

Microsoft reveal that an 
email from a user informing 
their friend they have had to 
put their cat down included 
adverts for catteries and catnip 
products, and another including 
the word ‘Caribbean’ features 
adverts for holiday firms. 

Which would explain why my 
e-mails about my golfing holi¬ 
day attract hits from all the 
holiday firms almost instantly. 

Google say “Ad Targeting” is 
fully automated and no humans 
read your email or Google 
Account information in order to 
show you advertisements or 
related information - well they 
would say that wouldn’t they. 

That doesn’t disguise the fact 
that they could read private 
mail; have the technology to 
read private mail and might be 
overcome by temptation.

School parking chaos 
sparks accident fears 



THE main road through a vil¬ 
lage has become gridlocked 
during the school run after 
parents were prevented from 
using a pub car park - spark¬ 
ing fears of a serious acci¬ 
dent. 

Parents have started parking on 
the side of Station Road in Whit¬ 
tington, near Oswestry, to drop 
their children off at the village’s 
primary school. 

It has caused the road to become 
partially blocked at the start and end 
of the school day, with large buses and 
passing traffic having to mount the 
pavement to get past the parked cars. 

The problem has developed after the 
car park at the closed Penrhos Arms 
pub nearby - which had previously 


been used as an unofficial drop-off 
site by parents - was closed to the 
public. 

Now headteacher Sean Sibley has 
appealed for parents not to park on 
the road or pavements, and said alter¬ 
native car parks have been made 
available at Whittington Castle and 
the Olde Boote Inn. 

He said he feared there could be a 
serious accident unless people 
stopped parking on the main road. 

Several vehicles were seen mount¬ 
ing the pavements along Station 
Road this week as children returned 
to school following the half-term 
break because of the cars parked nose 
to tail along one side of the road. 

Developers who own the Penrhos 
Arms site say the car park should 
never have been used by parents and 
put problems in the village down to 


“inconsiderate parking”. Mr Sibley 
said: “We urge parents not to park on 
the pavements outside school as this 
is causing serious traffic congestion 
and is preventing pedestrians from 
using the pavement, forcing them to 
use the road. 

“Sue Ellis from the castle and the 
landlord from the Olde Boote Inn 
have very kindly offered parents the 
use of their car parks before and after 
school. 

Accident 

“In the interests of everyone’s 
health and safety we are asking par¬ 
ents to use those car parks rather 
than risk a serious accident.” 

Mr Sibley said the school had a gold 
award for its traffic plan, which 
included a walking bus from the cas¬ 
tle once a week. 

He said: “We have had police com¬ 


munity support officers visit the vil¬ 
lage to talk to parents and encourage 
them to park sensibly.” 

Parent Michael Budd said: “The 
area around the school is actually des¬ 
ignated as a 20mph limit, although 
no-one takes a blind bit of notice of 
that. 

“The road seems to be a particular 
magnet for HGVs at school run time, 
and, due to the number of cars 
already on the road, many of these 
use the pavements as additional road 
space, to at least ensure that the traf¬ 
fic keeps flowing.” 

A spokesman for Milford Develop¬ 
ments, which owns the Penrhos, said: 
“There had never been an agreement 
that parents could use the car park. 
It was a private car park. 

“The problem is inconsiderate 
parking.”

WHAT COSTS CAN I CLAIM FOR INJURY CAUSED BY DEFECTIVE COUNCIL FOOTPATH? 

Q. I recently fractured my wrist when I tripped over a raised edge on a footpath outside my house. I had already notified the council about 
this hazard about a month prior to my accident, but they did nothing about it until after I had reported the accident to them. 

As a result of my injury I have had to cancel my skiing holiday which was already paid for and I have also had to pay for 6 sessions of 
physiotherapy as I would have had to wait too long to get it on the NHS. Can I claim compensation from the Council for the money I lost on 
the holiday, and for the treatment costs? 

A. As part of a claim for personal injuries you would be able to make a claim for all financial losses that you have incurred as a result of the 
Council’s negligence and/or breach of legislation. This would be in addition to seeking compensation for the injury itself. It would therefore be 
possible to seek to recover the cost of your holiday and also your physiotherapy treatment from the Council in your personal injury claim. 

In the first instance you would need to prove your case against the Council. The fact that you reported the defective footpath to the Council prior 
to your accident (and it was not repaired) is a good step in establishing liability against the Council for your accident. You should now contact a 
solicitor that specialises in personal injury claims in order that your potential claim can be fully assessed and steps can be taken to begin your 
claim as soon as possible.

The power company EDF 
will be laughing all the way 
to the French banks, and we 
must not overlook our Chi¬ 
nese friends who will have a 
foothold in UK energy gen¬ 
eration, coupled with the 
well-known fact that they 
use trade as a means for 
“geopolitical domination.” 

It is also unbelievable that 
nobody is highlighting the 
billions of pounds needed for 
eventual decommissioning 
and the headache of safely 
disposing of nuclear waste. 

The answer to our energy 
needs and economic salva¬ 
tion lies under our noses in 
the form of shale gas. 

Do the main political par¬ 
ties in the UK not know that 
modern, efficient, relatively 
low emission gas-fired power 
stations can be built more 
cheaply and in under half 
the time of a nuclear plant?

He said there was currently a shortage of 
gipsy and traveller sites in Shropshire, at 
least 61 fewer than had been promised by 
Shropshire Council. 

Ian Kilby, for Shropshire Council, said Mr 
Berry and his family would be offered a 
place at the nearby Park Hall gipsy and 
traveller camp. 

But Mr Berry said he feared bad feeling 
from other gipsy and traveller families if he 
moved there. “Myself and my family could 
be under threat,” he said. 

“We have had our caravan set on fire 
before while at another site and we lost 
everything. It has affected the children and 
I don’t want to move them.” 

Speaking for businesses in the Henlle 
area, Clive Roberts said there had been a lot 
of business activity on the site recently. 

An inspector’s decision is now awaited.

Police are 
urged to 
improve 
training 

POLICE in Mid Wales need 
to improve training for cus¬ 
tody officers to ensure 
detainees are properly cared 
for, a report states. 

An inspection of Dyfed- 
Powys Police custody suites 
carried out by the HM 
Inspector of Constabulary 
also found that inspectors 
overseeing custody were 
often diverted from their 
work to other responsibili¬ 
ties. 

A lack of custody ser¬ 
geants and detention escort 
officers also poses risks for 
staff and detainees the 
report found. 

The report was carried 
out by Nick Hardwick, chief 
inspector of prisons, and 
Dru Sharpling, HM Inspec¬ 
tor of Constabulary and saw 
unannounced visits at cells 
in Newtown, Aberystwyth, 
Llanelli, Brecon and Haver¬ 
fordwest police stations and 
two standby suites in 
Ammanford and Cardigan. 

The report called for 
improved custody manage¬ 
ment and staff training to 
ensure good care of 
detainees, while the force 
said it has already begun 
addressing issues raised. 

A joint statement from Mr 
Hardwick and Miss 
Sharpling said: “Dyfed- 
Powys Police needs to 
strengthen its management 
oversight of custody and 
improve staff training to 
ensure detainees are prop- 
erly cared for.”

Life-saving pod incubators 
installed in air ambulances 


LIFE-SAVING incubators have been installed 
on Wales Air Ambulances to help seriously ill 
infants receive critical care. 

The helicopter based at Welshpool is one of the three in 
Wales which have been given the incubators - known as 
“babypods” - to help save precious time in a paediatric 
emergencies. 

The Wales Air Ambulance charity airlifts about 400 chil¬ 


dren each year from its 
bases in Swansea, Caernar¬ 
fon and Welshpool. 

The charity says the incu¬ 
bators will make a vital dif¬ 
ference in treating and 
flying infants up to nine 
months old, which accounts 
for, on average, three mis¬ 
sions each month. 

Jason Williams, clinical 
and operations manager at 
the charity, said: “These ‘fly¬ 
ing incubators’ will com¬ 
pletely change the way 
babies receive urgent med¬ 
ical care. 

Safer 

“Previously, infants would 
be carried in the arms of a 
parent or paramedic, but the 
babypods provide a safer, 
warmer and calmer environ¬ 
ment for the patient. Our 
highly skilled crews can also 
provide more advanced 
treatment in-flight, such as 
managing a difficult airway.” 

The pioneering equip¬ 
ment is made of lightweight, 
non-metallic materials, 
allowing it to be used in X- 
ray and MRI machines when 
babies reach hospital. The

are lined with a shock¬ 
absorbing foam, ensuring 
minimal vibrations from air¬ 
craft engines, and have a 
transparent lid allowing par¬ 
ents and paramedics to con¬ 
stantly monitor infants. 

Convulsions are the most 
common condition that the 
150mph helicopters respond 
to in infants, but the crews 
attend a wide range of pae¬ 
diatric emergencies and can 
fly children to specialist cen¬ 
tres throughout Wales and 
beyond. 

Mr Williams said: “We’re 
here for everyone in Wales 
and that includes running 
the national children’s air 
ambulance. Children often 
need very specialist care and 
we can get them to the treat¬ 
ment they need, whether it’s 
Noah’s Ark Children’s Hos¬ 
pital in Cardiff or Great 
Ormond Street in London.” 

Fundraising has been cru¬ 
cial to introducing the new 
kit, which costs £16,000 for 
each of the three airbases.

Season is likely to put 
paid to superstitions 


SAM WYLIE-HARRIS heads to 
the Champagne region of 
France to report on this 
year's harvest and to 
suggest some prize picks 
from previous vintages.

FOR anyone with a thread of 
superstition, the number 13 
is unlucky, and it was cer¬ 
tainly looking that way in 
France’s Champagne region 
for much of this year. 

After a cold, wet start to 2013, fol¬ 
lowed by a gloomy spring with even 
more rain, the vine cycle was two 
weeks behind the ten-year average. 

It wasn’t until the start of July - 
and the sunniest summer for years - 
that the fruit finally started to ripen. 

A short snap of rain in September 
helped fatten the grapes, then more 
warm weather continued and, at 
last, the harvest began in the first 
few days of October. 

Despite being the latest for 20 
years, the Champagne Bureau says it 
has the potential to be “outstand¬ 
ing”. 

Indeed, the Champenois are 
already drawing favourable compar¬ 
isons to the vintages (wines from a 
single harvest) of 1983, 1988 and 
1998 which were also late, and 2013 
could well become an all-time great. 

To join the hundreds of growers 
celebrating mother nature’s wheel of 
fortune, try these sparkling sugges¬ 
tions. 

In a class of its own, Veuve Clic¬ 
quot La Grande Dame (£135) was 
first released in 1985 and in line with 
Madame Clicquot’s motto: “Only one 
quality, the finest”, there have been 
very few vintages since. 

Appreciated for their excellent 
quality and keen pricing, Cham¬ 
pagne Jacquart have launched a new 
cuvee which looks as good as it 
tastes. 

A handsome dark bottle with a 


golden collar, Champagne Jacquart 
Cuvee Alpha 2005 (£75, www.great 
westernwine.com) is a vintage 
blend of grand cru and premier cru 
grapes and this equal mix of pinot 
noir and chardonnay with its brioche 
nose, fine citrus fruits, creamy palate 
with a long, slightly yeasty finish has 
the makings of a masterpiece. 

Like several other famous houses, 
GH Mumm have experienced a 
rollercoaster in fortunes. While GH 
Mumm Cordon Rouge NV (non-vin¬ 
tage) remains a classic, it’s also 
worth seeking out their 56th vintage 
over nearly two centuries, if only to 
see how this pinot noir dominant 
champagne pairs beautifully with 
food. 

Aromatic 

Try Champagne G H Mumm 2006 
(£39.99, Sainsbury’s) which is fresh 
and weighty with an aromatic, biscu- 
ity nose, candied citrus fruits and a 
vibrant long finish that can take this 
wine from rich shellfish to white 
meat. 

Taittinger heiress Virginie Tait- 
tinger worked for Champagne Tait¬ 
tinger, one of the blue-chip labels in 
Champagne, for 21 years before 
breaking away in 2006 when the 
group was sold. 

With bubbles running through her 
veins, Virginie launched her own 
champagne label and has now 
released her first cuvee, Champagne 
Virginie T NV Brut (£36, minimum 
six bottles, www.virginie-t.com). 

Classified as non-vintage, but 
mostly composed of grapes from the 
2006 vintage, with reserve wines 
from 2005, the blend is around two- 
thirds pinot noir and one-third 
chardonnay - it tastes divine.

Fury at parking 
rise for regular 
hospital users 


CAR parking charges at hospitals in Shropshire should be dropped 
for patients making regular visits, an MP is claiming. 

Glyn Davies, Montgomeryshire MFJ said he will be contacting the Shrewsbury 
and Telford Hospitals NHS Trust (SaTH) after it started bringing in new, higher 
charges yesterday. 


It comes a day after Chancellor George 
Osborne was urged to intervene and block 
plans to raise the charges. 

Shrewsbury MP Daniel Kawczynski 
wants parking charges at hospitals abol¬ 
ished and has said he will call on the Gov¬ 
ernment to provide extra funding for 
individual health trusts to make up the 
shortfall. 

Mr Davies said patients who have regular 
appointments - and especially those travel¬ 
ling from afar - should be given concession¬ 
ary rates to help them cope. 

Justifiable 

Charges at the Royal Shrewsbury Hospi¬ 
tal and Princess Royal Hospital in Telford 
are being increased to £3.50 for 24 hours - a 
75 per cent rise from the previous all day 
rate of £2. 

The new tariff will also see visitors 
charged £2.50 for up to two hours and £3 for 
up to five hours. 

Mr Davies said: “I am disappointed that 
the Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital Trust 
has decided to increase its car park charges 
at Shrewsbury and Telford, particularly 
since parking at hospitals is free in Wales. 

“While most of us dislike the principle of

charging patients and visitors at hospitals, 
it does ensure that the car parks are not 
abused by drivers who either live or work 
close-by and want to park for free, often to 
the disadvantage of patients and family 
members who wish to visit them. 

“Hospital car parking charges must be 
reasonable, justifiable and not used simply 
as a way of raising money.” 

He added: “I will contact the trust 
myself, pressing for concessions to be made 
available for patients who have to visit 
their hospital on a regular basis and for 
those who simply cannot afford the pro¬ 
posed charges.” 

The move has also been attacked by 
Telford MP David Wright who described 
the new parking charges as “a charge on 
the sick”. 

Adrian Osborne, communications direc¬ 
tor for SaTH, said: “While the trust has 
managed to avoid increasing car parking 
charges for eight years, this cannot con¬ 
tinue without having an impact on other 
services and facilities.”

Solicitors issue reminder on 
importance of making a will

A LEADING firm of solicitors this week pointed out the importance 
of making a will. 

Lanyon Bowdler, one of the most recognised firms of solicitors in Shropshire & Here¬ 
fordshire, warned that if you die without having made a will your assets may be distributed 
according to the law rather than your wishes. This could mean that your partner receives 
less, or that the money goes to family members who may not need it. 

“How many times have you heard the old sayings “There are no pockets in shrouds” or 
“You can’t take it with you.” The question therefore is - who should you leave it to,” said 

chartered legal executive Susan Shanahan. 

“Statistics show that more than a third of 
over-55s do not have a will, yet the average 
person expects to leave at least £10,000 or 
more in savings when they die. 

“As we plan our lives, so we should also 
plan for our death. Making a will is a liber¬ 
ating experience. It lifts a weight off your 
shoulders and helps to put affairs in order. 

Provide 

“Not only can you decide who will inherit 
your estate, it also ensures you continue to 
provide for your loved ones and family after 
your death, just as you did when you were 
living. ” 

She added: “Co-habitees are the most vul¬ 
nerable as they do not have any legal enti¬ 
tlement to their partner’s estate when they 
die. They do not have the same rights as 
married couples and civil partners. 

“If co-habitees have children, when one 
partner dies without leaving a will, the 
deceased’s estate would pass to or for the 
benefit of the children and not to the surviv¬ 
ing partner. 

“No-one can predict when they will die, 
so there is no good reason to put off making 
a will. People can die at a young age or 
when they are in their 80s, 90s or beyond - 
so do not wait until you reach a “suitable” 
age to make your will.”

A NEW hard-hitting advertising cam¬ 
paign has been launched by Scottish- 
Power Energy Networks in response 
to the number of thefts of metal from 
electricity substations in the Dee Val¬ 
ley and Oswestry areas. 

Since January 2011 the company has 
experienced 186 substation attacks, which 
have put nearby residents in potential dan¬ 
ger. 

With a nod to the public safety adverts of 
the 70s and 80s, ScottishPower’s new 
‘Copped It’ campaign seeks to illustrate the 
very real safety threats that are caused by 
mindless criminal activity. 

As part of the campaign ScottishPower is 
also willing to pay up to £10,000 to anyone 
who can provide information that leads to a 
conviction of criminals involved in metal 
theft from its equipment. 

The Scrap Metal Dealers Act in England 
and Wales, which came in to effect this year, 
along with high profile information cam¬ 
paigns and police crackdowns has seen the 
number of substation attacks drop consid¬ 
erably in the area since 2011. 

There have currently been four inci¬ 
dences at substations in the Dee Valley and 
Oswestry areas to date in 2013, compared 
to 133 for the whole of 2011. 

However, ScottishPower is warning that 
it is important not be complacent, as any act 
of vandalism or theft from a substation can 
have extremely serious consequences. 

Each substation supplies an average of 
100 homes, and every theft or act of vandal¬ 
ism can disrupt voltages, which can poten¬ 
tially lead to damaged household appliances 
or even cause fires. 

Frank Mitchell, CEO of ScottishPower 
Energy Networks, said: “It is a misconcep¬ 
tion that stealing metal from a substation 
or a power line is a victimless crime.

Family's 
records 
bought 
at sale 

A UNIQUE and valuable 
collection of records from 
one of Shropshire’s oldest 
families has been bought for 
the county for more than 
£3,000 at auction. 

The Sandfords trace their 
roots back to a Thomas ‘de 
Saundford’, a Norman lord 
mentioned in the Domesday 
book in 1086. 

Their family home was 
Sandford Hall, near Prees, 
and they also gave their 
name to Sandford, West Fel¬ 
ton, near Oswestry. The 150 
records date from 1604 to 
1777 and include personal 
and political letters. 

Shropshire Archives 
already holds a collection of 
records relating to the Sand¬ 
ford family and will now be 
able to fill in gaps in the 
family stories. 

Tina Woodward of Shrop¬ 
shire Council said: “These 
records are a very valuable 
addition to the collection. 

“We are very grateful to 
all our funders for enabling 
us to bring these fascinating 
archives back to Shropshire. 

“They represent an 
important part of our 
county’s story and will soon 
be available for research and 
study by everyone.” 

The collection was bought 
for £3,240 with the help of 
the V&A purchase grant 
fund, the Friends of the 
National Libraries, Shrop¬ 
shire Family History Society 
and the Friends of Shrop¬ 
shire Archives.

PATIENTS in Wales who 
feel they need help from 
physiotherapy can now 
bypass waiting for an 
appointment at the doctors. 

Powys Teaching Health 
Board is running a physio¬ 
therapy self-referral scheme 
across all physiotherapy 
departments in Powys. 

Physiotherapist Brendan 
Walsh said: “This is for peo¬ 
ple who feel that they could 
benefit from physiotherapy 
but haven’t had the chance 
to see their doctor to be 
referred yet. 

“To access this service, 
people can pick up a form 
from their GP or local phys¬ 
iotherapy department. 

“Your form will be 
assessed by a physiothera¬ 
pist, and, if your referral is 
suitable, you will be sent a 
letter asking you to call and 
make an appointment.

Double the misery after 
village hit by roadworks

ROAD closures are bringing mis¬ 
ery to people living in villages on 
the Shropshire/Mid Wales border, 
with motorists being diverted 
around country lanes while major 
work is carried out. 

The A495 in Meifod, near Welshpool, is 
closed in both directions at the Cae Robert 
junction because of sewer works by Enter¬ 
prise. The closure is expected to last for 
three weeks. 

Meanwhile, the main road from Oswestry 
into Llanrhaeadr is closed at the entrance to 
the village. 

Diversions 

Diversions are in operation for both clo¬ 
sures., but residents have raised fears that 
the roadworks could have an impact on com¬ 
munity life, with concerns people will be 
unable to see an upcoming amateur theatre 
production. 

But major work on the historic Llansantf- 
fraid Bridge, which has been closed for 
repairs for much of the summer, on the 
B4393, are finally an end. The work has 
seen motorists forced to undertake a 20-mile 
diversion since contractors moved on to the 
site in July. 

The bridge closure meant the direct route 
from the village to the main Welshpool to 
Oswestry road has been blocked off to 
motorists with only pedestrians allowed 
access over the river Vyrnwy. 

Alan Jones, who lives in Llanrhaeadr, said 
that while the diversion in the village was 
not big it was around some very small lanes. 

“The Tanat Valley theatre company is 
worried that if the diversion carries on until 
its production next month those coming 
from outside to see the show will struggle.”

Fountain knowledge lacking 




The Gobowen fountain standing close to the Cross Foxes Inn in the early 20th century. 


Well, is it still there or not? And had it been moved across the road? This postcard was franked in Septem¬ 
ber 1926 and, although it’s difficult to tell one way or another whether the fountain is still there, we know 
by comparison with a different picture on the internet taken from the same spot that the fountain once 
stood close to that signpost. 


WHAT became of the famous 
fountain in Gobowen? 

A photo loaned by postcard collector 
Ray Farlow shows the fountain in the 
centre of the village in the first few years 
of the 20th century, with the Cross Foxes 
Inn on the right helping us get the exact 
orientation. 

The franking date on the postcard is 
faint, but may be 1907 - in any event, it 
is around that time. 

The message on the back was: “Many 
thanks for p.c. (i.e. postcard) received 
this a.m. Am much better now & hope to 
be in school on Monday. Kind regards. 
L.P (the initials are a bit uncertain 
because of the handwriting.)”

It was posted to a Miss Schreiber, of 26 
Oswald Road, Oswestry. 

There seems to be some discrepancy 
about the origins of the fountain, which 
will no doubt have been a drinking foun¬ 
tain. 

The Gobowen Online website has a 
different photo taken in The Square in 
1913 in which the fountain is just about 
visible. 

It says: “Gobowen is an old village, 
with open cast mining recorded as early 
as 1160. Known as Gobs, it is possible 
one of these workings could have been 


owned by a man called Owen, hence the 
name. ” 

Referring to the fountain, it says that 
it “was opened on December 11,1876, by 
Col. Lovett of Henlle Hall. In his speech 
he related the legend of Owen the Gow 
(blacksmith) who settled there after 
being attracted by the beautiful stream 
of water, providing yet another source 
from where the name could have been 
derived.” 

On the other hand, the Clwyd Family 
History Society website uses the same 
postcard photo as ours (dating it, inci¬ 
dentally, to 1905), and says: “The foun¬ 
tain was erected on the site of the old 
market cross in 1862.” 


So did it go up in 1862? Or was it 
1876? 

Now to another puzzling aspect. The 
Gobowen Online website has a second 
photo of the fountain taken from a vir¬ 
tually identical location as our second 
photo, which is a postcard franked in 
September 1926. 

Distinctive 

The photo on the website shows the 
fountain, complete with its distinctive 
lamp, standing outside the building in 
the middle. 

Our photo shows a signpost at that 
location, with a huddle of people under¬ 
neath, and unfortunately it’s not clear 
enough to tell whether the fountain is 


still there. But in any event, was the 
fountain at some stage moved from its 
spot near The Cross Foxes, across the 
road to a new location? Or is it an illu¬ 
sion caused by the angle at which we’re 
looking? 

Lastly, does anybody know what ulti¬ 
mately became of the fountain, and 
when and why it disappeared? 

And learned local historians from Gob¬ 
owen, if this all sounds like we’re throw¬ 
ing down the gauntlet to test your 
knowledge - you’re right!

Call for donor 
opt-out advice 

MORE needs to be done to help people find 
out how they can opt out of new organ 
donation legislation in Wales. 

Russell George, Montgomeryshire AM, 
said he had been contacted by people from 
across Mid Wales who want to know how to 
opt out of the ruling. 

From December 2015 in Wales organ 
donation will be presumed upon people’s 
death unless each individual decides to opt 
out beforehand. 

Mr George said: “Many constituents have 
contacted me over the summer with strong 
views and all deeply worried about how this 
new law will be implemented and how they 
will be affected. 

“One lady told me she thought the law 
was an ‘invasion’ and ‘violation’ of the pri¬ 
vacy of her body; another gentleman said it 
was tantamount to ‘organ theft.’ 

A Welsh Assembly spokesman said a cam¬ 
paign raising awareness of opting out will 
be launched shortly. 


lessen the impact should it get the go-ahead 
following the inquiry. 

The inquiry is into plans to build wind- 
farms in Llanbadarn Fynydd, near Llan¬ 
drindod Wells; Llaithddu, near Newtown; 
Llandinam, near Llanidloes; Llanbrynmair, 
near Machynlleth; Carnedd Wen, near 
Machynlleth; along with the a 132kV over¬ 
head electric line. 

The plans are being fought by The 
Alliance group, made up of 21 organisations 
together with Powys County Council. 

Concedes 

SP Manweb’s report concedes that the 
line would pass though some of the “richest 
cultural heritage landscapes” but says the 
overall effect would only be moderate. 

It says: “The proposed overhead line from 
the Llandinam Repowering Wind Farm to 
the Welshpool grid substation, some 35 km 
long, adopts a course to the south and east 
of the Severn Valley which takes it past and 
through some of the richest cultural her¬ 
itage landscapes in Mid Wales.” 

It adds: “Inevitably during the opera¬ 
tional life of the proposed overhead line, it 
would have an indirect visual effect on a sig¬ 
nificant number of designated and regis¬ 
tered assets.” The report identifies four 
areas where there will be “minor to moder¬ 
ate adverse effects”. The part of the inquiry 
dedicated to the overhead power line will be 
held on January 21, 2014 at the Royal Oak 
Hotel, Welshpool from 10am.

Musical company created 
out of quirky twist of fate 


IT WAS fate that brought Tracy Knowles and her husband, Clive, to 
Oswestry 11 years ago. 

Since then she has immersed herself in the life of the local community and, despite her 
children’s initial horror at moving to the “back of beyond” the whole family now count 
Shropshire as their home. 

Today Tracy is not only part of the family business, British Ironworks, at Aston on the 
A5, but she also runs the Very Nice Production Company which is known for its musical 
evenings that have raised thousands of pounds for charity. 


The couple moved to Oswestry from 
Coven Heath in Wolverhampton. 

“I always like to think it was fate that 
brought us here,” she said. 

“Clive was travelling along the A5 to see 
a business client in Oswestry when he 
noticed a For Sale sign being put up at the 
house. He drove down the drive, knocked on 
the door and the elderly couple who lived 
there invited him in. He sat at their kitchen 
table drinking a cup of tea and eating 
freshly baked cake and fell in love with the 
house.” 

“We had no intention of moving and the 
three children, teenagers, were horrified 
when we told them what we were doing, 
thinking they were moving to the back of 
beyond. Today they all think of Shropshire 
as their home! 

As her husband began the task of moving 
his British Ironworks business, Tracy - who 
had been involved in amateur operatics in 
the West Midlands, joined a musical theatre 
group. 

But she found that the organisation 
wasn’t for her. 

“In many musical societies, the opportu¬ 
nities to shine are limited to the number of 
parts available and very often that can be 
just a select few parts for a select few people. 

“I believe that everyone has a talent, and 
that everyone should have a chance to fulfil 
their dreams, no matter what their 
strengths and weaknesses. I wanted to cre¬ 



ate the ideal musical society, where every¬ 
one has a part to play and knows they are 
an important piece of the whole process.” 

“I decided, on a whim, to try to set up 
another group. One day I just picked up the 
phone rang the Marches School and booked 
the hall. Then I rang my mum and said, 
“what have I done”. I had no show and no 
people to appear in it.” 

In just a few weeks she had recruited 
some like-minded people in Oswestry and 
encouraged people she knew in Stafford¬ 
shire to help her out and the first Take the 
Mike night was staged. 

Since then the Very Nice Production 
Company has gone from strength to 
strength. 

Rather than produce one piece of musical 
theatre, the Very Nice Production Company 
puts on musical evenings, with songs from 
the shows, sketches and cameos. 

“We called the first few, Take the Mike 
nights to help us become known. I always 
feel that every single member, whether act¬ 
ing on stage or behind the scenes, front of

house or even selling tickets, is a vital piece 
of the jigsaw.” 

Tracy said one of the aims of the Very 
Nice Production Company was to help good 
causes. 

“Our primary aim is to entertain, have 
fun and in doing so, help to raise money for 
local charities and community events. Over 
the years we have raised over £13,000 for 
Hope House in Oswestry. We have been able 
to assist in raising money to purchase a 
Water Bowser for the Kibera Slum in 
Nairobi and have helped raise money for 
Cancer Research by performing at a Cancer 
Research Charity Evening. We have per¬ 
formed in a number of local events, includ¬ 


ing the Snowman Run, Moreton Park Gar¬ 
den Centre and in local nursing and retire¬ 
ments homes. 

“We helped the West Felton Women’s 
Institute to celebrate its 90th birthday, and 
St Oswald’s Church in Oswestry to raise 
funds to repair the roof.”

“I never cease to be stunned by the per¬ 
sonal growth and talent that seems to 
emerge from these fascinating people. 
Their energy, enthusiasm and commitment 
is quite breathtaking at times and the whole 
group has become my greatest delight.” 
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Deal bid 
to keep 
town's 
loos open 

COUNCILLORS in Llan- 
fyllin are hoping to strike a 
deal with bosses at Powys 
County Council in a bid to 
keep the town’s toilets open. 

The toilets are at risk of 
closing because the county 
council does not want to run 
them any longer but the 
town council is reluctant to 
take them on until essential 
repairs are carried out. 

Town councillors agreed 
to go back to the county 
council again with a compro¬ 
mise in that they would take 
on the running costs of the 
toilets as long as the county 
council repaired the drains. 

A meeting was told the 
estimated annual running 
costs of the toilets could be 
as much as £10,000 per year. 

Mayor Ann Williams said 
she had been speaking to 
neighbouring areas. 

She said Llansilin had 
agreed to maintain its toilets 
and the annual cost was 
about £1,000 which included 
cleaning three times a week. 

Councillor John 

Brautigam said many people 
in Llanfyllin had become 
frustrated that the town 
could soon lose the toilets. 

He said: “I have been 
pestered about ‘what are 
you doing about the toilets’ 
and it looks as though we 
are doing nothing. 

“I would be quite happy to 
run the toilets for a year or 
18 months using our 
reserves.”

NOVEMBER may be dank, dreary and send 
thermometers down and energy bills up, but 
for wildlife it can be quite a bumper month. 

Many species look forward to late autumn. Small mammals 
such as voles and shrews are bolstered by their summer baby 
booms. And with the dying back of vegetation, this month 
can be the easiest in which to spot them. 

Worms are busy dragging fallen leaves into their lairs 
beneath the soil for crucial recycling whilst up above, squir¬ 
rels are consumed with acorn caching. Oaks are one of the 
last deciduous trees to hang on to their leaves and it is this 
species that now takes over as the most spectacular of the 
autumnal colours. 

However, there is one group of animals for which Novem¬ 
ber is synonymous - birds. Great flocks of fieldfares, red¬ 
wings and waxwings invade from Scandinavia and as the 
insects begin to drop away in number either through death 
or hibernation, our resident garden birds become ever more 
frantic in their search for food. 

This month sees the first frosts arrive and in an attempt 
to stave off hunger, birds flock together, sometimes regardless 
of species, in order to increase their chances of coming across 
a food source. Of course, if you’re not already doing so, now 
is a great time to start feeding birds in the garden but we’d 
also do well to remember that it’s not all about food. 

Water is an element just as key to bird health and survival 
and making sure you provide a birdbath or equivalent, will 
help to attract those roving flocks to your garden. I’ve been 
pleasantly surprised to see large numbers of pied wagtails 
visit my neck of the woods and they haven’t been there for 
the food. A ring of house sparrows was this morning gathered 
around our circular pond in order to drink, bathe and preen 
themselves (although it abruptly poured with rain a few min¬ 
utes after they left). And the resident male blackbirds have 
been busy washing in the old Victorian sink beneath the bird 


table, sunning themselves next to perhaps the most verdant 
greenery left in the garden, the strawberry patch. 

But do remember to clean your bird baths. You may be 
familiar with the nasty disease, bird pox. Especially prevalent 
in chaffinches and great tits, this disease is easily observable 
and takes the form of legions and growths around the bird’s 
mouth and eyes. Whenever such birds appear at your feeders, 
feeder hygiene is especially important. Clean the feeders 
every time you fill them, and pay particular attention to the 
perches and the seed ports. 

And of course the same applies for your birdbath. Regu¬ 
larly changing the water, scraping off layers of algae, dead 


leaves and bird droppings will all help in the fight against 
this disease. You can use household disinfectants, but make 
sure that you rinse the bath out thoroughly to remove any 
traces of chemicals. 

It’s all very well providing food and water to your garden 
visitors but hygiene should always be considered. After all, 
the pleasure one can get from birds of all shapes and sizes, 
from the UK and abroad is something to really warm the 
heart in November... that is, as long as it’s done correctly.

BMW has been doing pretty well with 
the 3 Series so it’s really no surprise to 
see the arrival of a Gran Turismo, offer¬ 
ing the sporty dynamics of the saloon 
and versatility of the touring. 

With a longer and taller body, and an 
increased wheelbase, the new BMW 3 Series 
Gran Turismo gets more interior space and load 
area volume from within a sporty, coupe-like 
form. 

In the back passengers get a full 75mm of 
extra legroom and load capacity stretches from 
520 litres to 1,600 litres, which amazingly for a 
car with such stunning looks, is bigger than in 
the Touring model. 

There’s a huge boot opening area and high- 
opening electric tailgate while rear seats can be 
split 40:20:40 for even more room. 

In the cabin it’s quickly evident that the Gran 
Turismo carries the same fixtures and fittings as 
the saloon and touring models - all typically 
BMW with a solid feel and with everything in just 
the right place. 

Standard safety equipment includes six 
airbags and stability control, which incorporates 
ABS, cornering brake control, dynamic brake 
control and dynamic traction control.

Key points of difference are the larger overall 
shape of the headlamps and a bonnet with 
smoother contours than the saloon and touring. 


Another identifying feature are the blades set 
into the outer air intakes of the front apron. 

While at the back Gran Turismo is the first 
model to sport an active rear spoiler which at 
lower speeds retracts out of sight. 

Power is sent to the rear wheels via a six- 
speed manual gearbox as standard, although 
BMW also offers an innovative eight-speed auto¬ 
matic as an option for all engine variants. 

A sports version of the automatic gearbox is 
available as a further option, offering even faster 
gearshifts and steering wheel mounted paddles. 
Both gearboxes link up with the fuel-saving auto 
start-stop function. 

On the road I found it better to leave the sus¬ 
pension in “comfort” mode, to get a smoother 


ride and found the model more comfortable the 
quicker it went. There was also a bit of road and 
suspension noise but not enough to worry 
about, though wind noise from the door mirrors 
was a little unexpected. 

Top speed is 155mph and the Gran Turismo 
is quick to 62mph at 6.1 seconds.Combined fuel 
figures of 44.1 mpg are impressive and C02 
emissions come in at 149g/km. 

The Gran Turismo carries only a £1,300 price 
premium over the touring model, starting with 
the 320i SE at £28,830. But the model on test 
started at £34,000 and with the extras on board 
the price rocketed to £45,870. 

Will it sell? Yes there are enough BMW fans 
out there to make the Gran Turismo a success.
